SPECIAL TOWN MEETING POSSIBLE 
AS WEST ANDOVER WELLS GO DRY 


Two Projects Now Under 
Consideration For Water 
Extensions 


A special town meeting within a 
very few weeks seems very much 
of a probability at present as a 
number of the residents of West 
Andover are facing an acute situa- 
tion caused by the drying up of 
their wells because of the present 
dry-spell. At present a number of 
them are carrying water to their 
farms from the dead-end on Chand- 
ler road at Garabedian’s. 


It is understood that the resi- 
dents of the section are planning 
to petition for a special town meet- 
ing, they having already conferred 
with the selectmen, Board of Pub- 
lic Works and tthe town clerk. 
There are two possible projects, 
one an extension from the Gara- 
bedian dead-end of nearly 6000 feet 
which as a W P A project might 
cost the town around $10,400. The 
other is for an extension on Brund- 


rett avenue to the Shlakis property, 
costing probably $4,000. Superin- 
tendent Gilliard is studying this 
project today for a closer figure on 
costs. 

It is not known at present 
whether there will be any other 
articles in the warrant if there is 
a meeting. To call a meeting 100 
signatures are required. 

The extension from Garabedian’s 
would run along Chandler road to 
Sanders road and along Sanders 
road to Greenwood road. It is pos- 
sible that a further project might 
be introduced for an eight irch 
line from the junction of High 
Plain road and Greenwood road to 
Lowell street, thus making a cir- 
cuit which would provide better 
pressure for the area. At present 
when farms on the Chandler road 
line are using water, it is very dif- 
ficult for the Garabedians on the 
end of the line to get any pressure 
at all. 

The dry spell has also ‘been felt 
in other parts of the town, Dick 
Hoyer on the by-pass having been 
among those reporting dry wells.
